The west end park will ovon- 
tually be a splendid playground but it is too far away 
from the bulk of the population to warrant any large ex- 
penditure on it just at present: The sum, in excess of 
$16,000, which It is proposed to spend there could be better 
employed. Nor, when there is s0 much that Is urgent, 
does it seem advisable to use $17,000 fora swimming pool 
in’ the east end park. What is most required ts to fix 
up the centrally situated parks and to provide ordinary 
playground facilities, where these are readily accessible. 
The old market square should be made at least present- 
able. Grass should be sown there and trees planted with- 
out delay. 


It has been urged in thia paper over and over again 
that when the city contemplates a public improvement 
that will affect the value of the surrounding property it 
should see to It that it gains at least some share of this 
Increase of value. The chance that it has in connection 
with the central square has been especially dwelt upon 
and the saine opportunity is presented elsewhere. 

Other municipalities are gradually awakening to the need 
of adopting such a policy. The New York Tribune had 
this to say recently in connection, with an act passed by ithe 
state of New York authorizing expropriation by munici- 
palities with this object in view:—

But-if this cannot be done, they should at least be given 
Nfo imprisonment,

ing to great. clemency sin. dealing with murderers, What 
excttse was there for commuting the sentence of the negro 
in Winnipeg, who, having quarreled with a man tn a gamb- 
ling dive left the place, atid securing a revolver, went back 
and: deliverntely shot: him? 

There always will be some people who will get up an 
agitation in favor of a criminal, however horrible his 
offence, Just at present the.governor of Massachusetts Is 
being deluged with petitions to stop the execution of Riche- 
son, the minister who used jis sacred profession as a cioak 
for a life of.the grossest {mmorality and ended up by 
making awny with one of..his victims. There {is some- 
thing to be said for the abolitfon of capital punishment. 
But so long as it is considered a necessity, it is a source 
of the gravest social danger to Interfere with tts being 
carried out where guilt {s absolutely clear. 

One ts struck in coming across some passing reference 
to a.great crime of some years back as to how ephemerial 
is the notoricty which {t obtains. The case that fills the 
newspapers today is quite unknown a quarter of a century 
hence to those who have not been newspaper readers when 
it was to the fore. The Toronto Globe tn its reproductions 
from its file of fifty yearg ago published this item:—' 

““At 10 o'clock on Monday James Browne suffered the 
extreme penalty of the law for the murder of Mr. John 
Sheridan Hogan, M.P.P., at the Don Rridge in December 
1859. The acaffold was erected on top of the west wall 


surrounding the jall and the execution took place in the 
presence of a large multitude of spectators.”

great sensation at the time? The clipping is of interest 
also as showing the change that has been brought about 
in the conduct of such executions, It ig a dong while since 
they were a public spectacle. Even the newspaper repre- 
sentatives are not admitted now and the gruesome details 
that were published even ten and fifteen years ago are 
now omitted. This surely indicates that our tastes are a 
little Jess morbid than they were.

Wright of Toronto, who is an old boy of Upper 
Canada College. The record which the former students of 
this, the oldest of Canadian residential schools, which has 
now been in existence over eighty years, have made ina 
wide varioty of flelds is one ithat it may well be proud of, 
We find them everywhere.

now omitted. This surely indicates that our tastes are a 
little less morbid than they were,

Wright of Toronto, who !s an old iboy of Upper 
Canada College. The record which the former students of 
this, the oldest of Canadian residential schools, which has 
now been in existence over eighty years, have made in a 
wide variety of flelds is one ithat it may well be proud of, 
We find them everywhore.

The control of 
the maritime communications affected is much more direct- 
ly an affair of crulsers and small craft than it is of battle- 
ships. Even if the battleship fleet is pbsent—which ft 
ought never to be so long as invasion Is within the bounds 
of possibility .and never will be If thosu who are conducting 
the war know their business—yet {t is unthinkable that a 
sufficient defending force of cruisers and torpedo craft 
should be absent at the same time. Battleships are not. tin 
the least needed to stop a fleet of unarmed ‘transports, and 
if the latter ahould be escorted or likely to be escorted 
by battle ships—the.most embarrassing and distracting task 
which a fleat of battleships can: undertake—it Is equally 
unthinkable that -the: battleships of the adversary should 
have been sent away In pursuit of some ‘objective neces- 
sarily less paramount than that of -protecting the national

MOVING PICTURES 


The educational value of mov- 
ing pictures is considered — with 
some enthusiasm by Walter Prit- 
chard Eaton in ‘Munsey’s Maga- 
zine.’ We have long urged the 
introduction of the moving picture 
as an institution into our schools 
for the purpose of taking off the 
edge of the children’s appetite for 
shows which elsewhere take de- 
basing form. But Mr, Pritchard 
regards it as an educational re- 
quisite, and has a surprising 
amount of evidence to appeal to. 
The only true education, he says, 
comes through arousing — the 
child’s interest, and this the mov- 
ing picture does immediately and 
pre-eminently. Tle fancies that 
the time will come before long 
when every clementary school will 
be equipped with a film-projector 
to be used in the study of history, 
botany, geography and other sub- 
jects, Already many educational 
ends are ‘being served by moving 
pictures, most of them without 
any further incentive than the de- 
sire of moving picture audiences 
to learn, and the desire of manu- 
facturers of films to serve the best 
interests of their pacrons. One af 
the popular filme of vecent sea- 
gone was called ‘Rei! your Water’ 
It was a microscopic film showing 
the bacterial life ‘n «a @lass of wa- 
‘er, multiplied-ten thousand times. 
The water was shown in the pro- 
cess of boiling, the bacterial life 
was seen to die, and finaliy the 
water was. filtered off clear. 
Among other films which preagh 
sanitation Mr, Eaton describes 
one picturing ‘the diabolical career 
of the house fly, ‘The fly is seen 
walking amidst garbage, and then 
wiping his feet in the sugar. bowl 
‘all ina most vividly revolting 
manner,’ ‘This film was rented 
to the State Poards of Health of 
Louisiana, Kansas and Florida, to 
the Health Boards of Chicago and 
Galveston, to Oklahoma agricul- 
tural experiment station, the Uni-

operation’ can be illustrated to a 
workmen 
‘niove about, feed the machine, 
carry, off waste, and so on. ‘The 
United States Government in the 
navy, the army, and the agricul- 
tural. department, has practically 
recognized the usefulness of mov- 
ing pictures by installing = ma- 
‘chines and supplying the suitable 
films, Commerce has also taken 
hold of the moving picture, A 
hop grower in New York State 
uses pictures of his plantation to 
ifiterest investors and buyers in 
the city, ‘The American Tobacco 
Company uses a similar series of 
pictures covering the tobacco in- 
dustry, and salesmen for many 
oyher industries now interest pos- 
alble buyers by. means of motion 
pictures, Natural history is also 
tausht by this striking method, A 
popular film shows the life and be- 
neficunt activities of the silkworm, 
There is also a splendid series of 
bird pictures taken by cameras 
hidden in trees close tu the nests 
and: operated by electricity, One 
of these taken at great danger, 
shows the life of sea birds on the 
face of a cliff. Incidentally it 
shows the men descending in sling 
chairs to take the picture, 

It is a splendid method of teach- 
ing history, and as history in the 
United States commences with 
the revolution, there is of course 
aseries of pictures depicting vari- 
ous episodes therein, Mr, Eaton 
says that ‘great care has been ta- 
ken with the costumes, the group- 
ing and the staging.’ We pre- 
sume, as in the ancient Egyptian 
monuments, the heroism and tri- 
miph are afl on one side, But in 
away fable is as good as history. 
Who. would teach English history 
to children without telling of King 
Alfred and the cakes, or St, Dun- 
stan and the tongs. ‘I‘wo historic 
films show episodes in the lives of 
Napoleon and Washington, Will- 
iam Tfumphreys, the celebrated 
actor in Napoleonic roles, posed 


Ue TER as the Emperor, and Joseph Kil-

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gour, another expert actor, played 
the part of Washington, Still an- 
other carefully arranged series of 
pictures centres round the story of 
Lincoln, a New York business 
man, who resembles the great pre- 
sident, taking the part. Geogra- 
phy as well as science and history 
has gained a strong ally in the 
moving picture, Remarkable 
scenes in many lands have been 
portrayed most vividly, A French 
film took pictures of Mount Etna 
in eruption. No ‘amount of des- 
cription would equal these — pic- 
tures in showing children what a 
volcano was really like. 

The writer in ‘Munsey’ quotes 
Edison to the effect that ‘if geo- 
‘graphy were taught by moving 
‘pictures, if foreign lands and ci- 
‘ties were shown, Jif the 
‘habits and demeanor of the peo: 
‘ple were depicted, and if their oc- 
‘cupations and methods of work 
‘were illustrated, the child would 
‘have as clear an idea of every- 
‘thing as if the original scenes 
‘were viewed directly; and not 
‘only so, but the study of geogra- 
‘phy would be a tremendously in- 
‘teresting experience and not a 
‘hardship, as is now likely to be 
‘the case,’
